EARLY SABBATH SCHOOLS IN 
RALEIGH.—The following was 
written a few years ago by J. R. Har- 
Tison, Esq., one of the oldest and mogt 
useful citizens of this place, in rela- 
tion to the history of the Sabbath 
Schools of our city. It contains some 
inaccuracies, but nevertheless it is 
full of interesting data, and we pub- 
lish as a matter of interest to our 
older citizens, and as being appropri- 
ate to the day: 

‘The first Sunday School held in 
the city of Raleigh, assembled in 
Glendennin Chureh in 1816. This 
church has long since disappeared, 


but, if memory seryes us correctly, it 
located 


on Blount st.,. between 
Morgan and Hargett. The school 
held therein was confined to no de- 
nomination, but was patronized by 


all. The children were instructed in. 


a 
the usual manner; prizes for good be- | THE BEAUTIFUL TOWN OF GREENS- 


havior, &ec., offered; and the school 
always opened and closed with prayer. 
We are not informed whether sing- 
ing was a portion of the exercises, 
but most probably hymns were sung 
and taught to the scholars. Among 


}. the teachers were Mr. Smith, Mr. 


Wright, Mr. Frontis, a Frenchman, 
Wm. Peace and Miss Nye. Each 
Sunday morning, after school services 
were over, the scholars were formed 
in marching column and conducted 
to church, in the Common’s Hall of 
the old Capitol, where Dr. McPheeters 
preached. It may be remarked here, 
and truly too, that every one went to 
hear Dr. McPheeters at this time. 


buildings in the city at that early 
day, therefore, religious services were 
held in the Capitol. 

‘Mrs. Lavinia M. Brown, a life— 
long resident, has kindly furnished 
the following information in relation 
0.8 Suadsy Schonl taught in the 

aleigh Female Academy, in 1822, 
by Miss Annie Benedict, of whom 
Rev. Bennet T. Blake says ‘her labors 
of love and mercy were limited only 


school, as we had none when I was 
a child. I remember about the year 
1822, one of the teachers of the Ral- 
eigh Female Academy opened a Sab- 
bath school in the academy, where 
the poorer class of children could be 


taught. I was a teacher there for a 
short time. Not many children at- 


tended, however, and when the ses- 
sion closed the school was discon- 
tinued.’ 

‘*As soon as the Presbyterian 
Church building was finished, the 
Sunday school held at Glendennin 
church was removed, and Miss Ben- 
edict was the person who commenced 
the school at the Presbyterian church. 
It still remained open to all denomi- 
nations. The poorer ¢lass of child- 
ren, who had noinstruction at home, 
first attended, but it was not long be- 
fore all the children of the congrega- 
tions became equally interested and 
regular in their attendance. The 
school was how mainly supported by 
the unwearied efforts of Miss Bene- 
dict. 

‘In 1827, the children of the Meth- 
odist congregation were withdrawn, 
and aschooi formed under the con- 
trol of the members of that church. 
At first there was some opposition 
on the part of all the denominations 
towards forming separate schools, 
but it was evident upon reflection 
that greater good couid be done by 
many schools than by a single one, 
and shortly after this time about 
one hundred and. fifty children all 
told, were? counted in the different 
Sunday Schools of the city. 

‘‘About 1830, the Episcopalians 
formed an independent School, and 
abont 1833, the Baptists did likewise. 
‘“Tn the year of 1827, there was also 
a Sunday School in this city for col- 
ored children. Several persors in 
the families of the Episcopalians, 
Presbyterians, Baptists and Metho- 
dist taught these children. They 
were mostly from the Methodist 
church, however, and that denomi- 
nation to-day reaps the harvest sown 
many years ago. The School was, 
finally discontinued when the privil- 
eges of the colored to read, 
write, etc., were abridged by law. 

“Mr. P. F. Pescud says when he 
came to Raleigh, in January, 1844, he 
found a small Sabbath School in the 
basement of Baptist church, now the 
Roman Catholie church, and so well 
as we can remember Danie! Dupre, 
Sr., was Superintendent. 

“The teachers were T. Parham, J. 
F. Jordan, M. B. Royster, Mrs. Sarah 
Williams, Mrs. Catherine Lewis, 
Miss Sallie Towles, Lucinda Briggs, 
Julia Jones, now Julia Parkinson, 
and Mrs. James Royster... Not long 
afterwards he, Bro. Pescud, was cho- 
sen Superintendent and served until 
May 1858-’59. He was succeeded b 
Bro. D. Williams, and he by Bro. W. 
J. Palmer. 

During the year 1853, or 1854, Wes- 
ley Whitaker was Superintendent. I 
know this to be so, as I was thena 
member of the school. 

“In 1844 the average attendance at 
the Baptist school was 60 or 70. It 
has increased ever since, and even in 
1858 numbered 200 pupils. 

“The other schools for white chil- 
dren in this city flourished likewise, 
and celebrations on the 4th day, of 
July, or Christmas, or May-day or 
Easter Monday were had with the 
approval of every one. 

“A friend has kindly furnished us 
the following names and figures in 
yelation to the school of the Roman 
Catholic Church in this city ;

The 
School Houses (2 in number) are let 
out to private parties for school pur- 
poses at this time, but only in the in- 
terest of education. Unable, for lack 

ouses for public purposes, the Com- 
mittee allowed Mr. Seott, in the 
Western Ward, and Mrs. Dixon in the 


each house until such time as the 
School Board might be enabled to use 
them. If they were notin use by these 
individuals they would becl . Both 
the persons named have agreed, in 
consideration of the use of the houses 
to teach three scholars each, free, and 
the Board have allowed pastors of 
churches in this city to choose the 
meritorious boys to be taught by this 
arrangement. By the arrangement, 
Mr. Scott is now teaching three 
scholars free. Mrs. Dixon has not 
yet began to keep school. ‘These par- 
ties will give up the school houses 
whenever they are demanded by the 
School Board.

We have no 
objection to the centennial, and 
think Philadelphia the appropriate 
place, but the country should not be 
called upon to pay for Philadelphia’s 
fiddling. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Norfolk 
Virginian, writing from Philadel- 
phia, says threre are hundreds of 
men in that State who are preparing 
to visit the South with a view of 
prospecting, Virginiaand N orth Car- 
olina being their objective points, 
being drawn here by the climate and 
rich productiveness of our soil, its 
extensive mineral resourees, great 
water power and the restoration of 
order from the chaos occasioned by 
the “eivil conflict’? All such visi- 
tors will tind a weleome in our midst. 


THE Wilmington Journal says the 
Legislature just ended, is the shortest 
regular session that has been held 
since Reconstruction began. In 1868, 
the so-called Legislature met in 
special session in July and sat for for- 
ty-five days. It met again on the 
16th of November in the same year 
and sat one hundred and forty-eight 
days, five months lacking two days, 
with the exception of two weeks 
during the Christmas holidays. The 
same body met again on the 15th of 
November, 1869, and sat for one hun- 
dred and thirty-four days, with the 
exception of the usual Christmas hol- 
idays. 

In 1870 the Conservatives got con. 
trol of the Legislature. The session 
of that winter lasted only one hun- 
dred and fifteen days, including the 
forty-four days of the trial of the im- 


/}peachment of Governor HoLDEN. 


The session of the winter of 1871-72, 
lasted only seventy-five days; the 
session of 1872-’73 lasted eighty days ; 
and the session just ended, lasted only 
seventy-two days. 


THE Richmond (Va.) Whig thus 
sensibly treats of the subject of mar- 
ried women’s rights: 

‘‘Senator SmirH, of Nelson, has in- 
troduced a bill whieh provides that 
the real and personal property of any 
female who may hereafter marry, 
and which she may own at the time 
of marriage, shall not be liable for 
the debts contracted by her husband 
before marriage. Also, that an ac- 
tion may be maintained against them 
jointly for a debt contracted by the 
wife before marriage, but the execu- 
tion of any judgment or decree in 
such action shall only bind the prop- 
erty of the wife held before the part- 
nership commenced. This bill is all 
well enough as far as it goes, but it 
does not go half as far as it should. 
The property owned by married wo- 
men should be exempt from all lia- 
bility for the husband’s_ debts, 
whether contracted before or after 
marriage; it should be held as her 
separate estate, subject to investment 
by the husband only as a fiduciary. 
If such had been the law years ago 
we would not to-day witness one-half 
the number of verty-stricken 
homes, penniless widows, and desti- 
tute orphans,’’ 


The Tichborne Case. 


After the Tichborne trials people 
must overhaul and revise their ideas 
of the impussible. Nothing has ever 
been attempted so absurd, so insane 
one may almost say as the scheme of 
the Australian butcher to make him- 
self a baronet and millionaire by 
simply lying. He hadscarvely asin- 
gle point to begin work upon. A 
young gentleman had been drowned 
at sea, who was heir toa title anda 
greatestate. His friends, convinced 
of his death, gave his heritage to the 
next of kin. His mother alone, re- 
fusing to despair, advertised for the 
missing one. The adyertisement 
coming to the eyes of a buteher in 
Australia, he resolved to personate 
the lost son. There was not 
chance in million that he 
could succeed. There was no 
accidental resemblance of person, of 
manner, or of character. Mr. Nasby 
tried to get a drink once at Willard’s 
Hotel by saying he was Charles 
Sumner. But this attempt was no 
less ridiculous. The baronet was a 
little, delicate, man. ‘The 
claimant was a  man-mountain, 
ing pounds. The baronet 
spoke French more readily than 
English ; the claimant did not know 
one word of the language. Sir Roger 
belonged to a wide-spread family 
connection of which the claimant 
had never seen asingle member. Yet 
he confidently sailed for England and 
for seven years fought the desperate 
fight which has ended in his convic- 
tion as a felon, with a varying suc- 
cess Which must always remain a 
wonder to succeeding ages. His trial 
has changed men’s opinions as to the 
wortn of human evidence. Dozens 


of witnesses, among whom was Sir = 


Roger’s mother, testified that this 
was the rightful heir. Several mem- | 
bers of Parliament espoused his cause. 
Popular subscriptions assisted him 
in his scheme. e was defeated at 
last by two things—by his own state- 
ment in regard to rs.

born a gentleman, and by the evi- 
dence of Lord Bellew, who said he 
had tattooed Sir Roger in his boy- 
hood.

Captain John D. Wells is spoken 
as a candidate for the office of Sheriff 
of Wilson county. 


J. W. Hickstall, of Bertie county, 
has been appointed a Deputy Collec- 
tor of U. S. Revenue. 


A postoffice has been established 
at Stump Sound, Onslow’ county, 
witha Mr. King as P. M. 


The ladies of Clinton have been 
giving suppers for the benefit of the 
»fethodist Church parsonage. 


The proprietors of the Portis Gold 
Mine, Nash county, are making pre- 
parations tor crushing quartz, 


An old negro woman, named 
Simithie Otis, was found dead in her 
house, near Wilson, on Tuesday last. 


This State contains about 32,000,000 
acres of land, about six and a half 
millions of which are under cultiva- 
tion. 


A petition is in cireulation in Char- 
lotte praying that C, A. Frazier, the 
present Postmaster, be continued in 
omee. 


T. F. Baxter, Sheriff of Currituck 
county, has resigned, and J. F. For- 
est has been appointed to fill the va- 
eaney. 


The contract for grading the Ches- 
ter & Lenoir Narrow Gauge Railway, 
between Catawba river and Lenoir, 
was let last Monday. 


Deputy U. S. Marshal O’Neal was 
thrown from a buggy the other day, 
rear Newport, Carteret county, and 
liad his arm broken. 


Jacob R. Hathaway recently got 
into arow with Benjamin Arline and 
stabbed him. Arline died. This oe- 
curred in Gates county. 


The people around Bald Mountain, 
McDowell county, are being fright- 
ened by earthquake shocks. They 


are of daily oceurrence. 


Outrages and crimeare fearfullyon 
the inerease in New Hanover county. 
Robberies, assaults and attempts at 
murder follow each other in rapid 
succession, 


Ciristin Holloman, of Spring Hope, 
Nash county, a married man and the 
father of numerous offspring, eloped 
on last Sunday morning with a Miss 
Mary Edwards. 


Richard Burns,a Deputy United 
states Marshal, was assassinated in 
Swain county, on the 15th ult. A 
man by the name of Dillsis in cus- 
tody on the charge of having com- 
initted the deed. 


On last Tuesday a conductor on the 
Wilmington & Weldon’ Railroad 
ejected a man from the train, near 
Rocky Mount, for non-payment of 
fare. The man shortly afterwards 
was detected in an attempt to fire the 
bridge across Tar river. e was pur- 
sued, but succeeded in making his 
escape. 


Says the Statesville American in its 
last issue: 


‘Fanny Younger, a widow, living 
in New Hope Township, this county, 


left home on the 23d of last mont 
about 2 o’clock in the evening. an 
did not return. After an absence of 
two days search was made and she 
was found on Wednesday following, 
lying dead in apateh a half mile 
trom where she lived, witha jug, 
containing whisky,beside her. It is 
supposed that after she obtained the 
liguor she became intoxicated and 
died from the effects or exposure. 
she left six children.’’ 


The whisky excitement has had 
the effect of rousing Trinity Church, 
New York, from its stolid self-con- 
sciousness of opulent respectability. 
Trinity Chureh is by far the richest 
religious society on the continent, 
and derives an enormous revetue 
from its rented property. Among 
the hundreds of buildings rented out 
to Mammon for the enrichment of 
the church, forty or fifty have Leen 
occupied by saloon-keepers. ‘The 
drowsy Vestry have at length dis- 
covered a certain incongruity herein 
existing, and have issued a notice 
ihat they will in the future sin no 
inore. It is said that fifteen years ago 
the harassing comments of the daily 
press prodeced a reform movement 
in the church somewhat similar to 
this,—the tearing down of all the 
houses owned by it on Church street, 
uud rented out to infamous persons, 
and building the fine wholesale stores 
which now cover the same ground. 

It is asserted that various experi- 
ments have proved thatthe saliva, as 
well as the pancreatic juice of newly 
born animals does not possess the 
power of transforming starch into 
sugar, and it is therefore inferred, 
with good reason, that any substance 
containing starch is unfit for food for 
very young infants, as their physio- 
logical condition is probably similar 
to that of the young of carnivorous 
animals generally. 


An old man of 73, who had long 
been in bonds of intemperance, was 
recently converted, and, when rela- 
ting his experience, ascribed his first 
determination to reform to the re- 
mark of his little boy, who once 
brought in the old man’s brandy bot- 
tle from its hiding place in a hay- 
mow, saying: ‘I supposesome vaga- 
bond left it there.’ The word vaga- 
bond did the business. 


The anvil for the thirty-ton steam 
hammer to be erected at the Wool- 
wich Arsenal, England, will weigh 
sixty tons; the anvil block weighs 
one hundred and three tons, and 
took six months to cool.

DEAR Six: In compliance with your request, I have analyzed sample of ‘“‘Guanahani 
Guano,” and have made additional exam nation of an average sample from a lot of 300 
tons, the result of which, 1 beg to embrace in the following: The Guano is a brownish 
of combinations of lime with Carbouic, Phosphort¢ and Nitric acids, 

t contains a considerable quantity of water (about 20 per cent.), and when dried is a paler 
brown powder. The Guano is evidently of animal origin, and the minute bones, which 
were discovered in the same, indicate that it is the resu't of the decay of bats, mice, &c. 
The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24% per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per ceut. wa- found. All the nitrogen present would be equivalent 
to about 344 per cent, ef ammonia. The phosphoric acid in the Guano§ about 124 per 
cent., equal to 27 3 per cent. of bone phosphate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phorie acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phospnate of lime, which, being 
slightly solt.ble in water, renders the Guano as quick in its action, as a correspondi 
quantity of superphosphate would do. Thesmali percentage of potysh, which was foun 
in the auvalysis, adds to its value.
